In an address directed princi- j 
pally to the young men and wom­ 
en selected as

Herbert emphasized that it is a j 
fallacy to believe that victory may J 
be achieved 
by 
force 
of 
arms 
alone. 
“ Wars may be won on the field , 
and lost at home— they may he' 
won in arms and lost in ideals. ; 
We must be trained and prepared ; 
to win battles in the field, but in j 
order to cultivate our ability to 
live in peace and justice, we must J 
also train ourselves to understand 
the use of our freedoms. We shall 
never deserve nor enjoy the form I 
of government, the kind of econo­ 
my, tho order of society, and the 
way of life which together make 
up our concept of democracy, un- j 
less we train our minds 
to 
the 
ideals and practices of free men.” 
Herbert declared. 
‘‘For, 
believe 
me, to live rightly requires much 
more understanding 
and 
much 
more vigilance than to die nobly.” 
Increase In Intolerance 
The speaker asserted that dem­ 
ocrac y can survive only if its peo­ 
ple are 
trained 
to 
distinguish 
propaganda 
from 
truth, 
dema­ 
gogues from statesmen, expedien­ 
cy from justice. 
Herbert declared that war has 
tended to impede the educational 
processes so important to dernoc- 
i acy. 
‘‘Our youth must

schools to battle fields.” he said. 
‘‘Traditional democratic practices 
are quickly converted to the e x i g ­ 
encies of war. We promptly direct 
our thinking to mechanical adap­ 
tations so as to resist forces of 
df struct ion. 
‘‘Readaptat ions to mental and 
spiritual conditions progress more 
slowly.

primary instinct of
